The stage, 
which can be lowered or raised twelve feet, 
and at times is flooded to a depth of twelve feet 
weighs 460,000 pounds, unencumbered, and is 
operated by hydraulic power. The stage alone 
is large enough to accommodate two London 
Hippodromes complete.

The area covered by the Hippo- 
drome’s balconies is larger than the total arena 
of any other entire New York theatre. Thomp- 
son & Dundy say tbat the total seating ca- 
pacity of the hippodrome will be 52,000, which 
is equal to the seating capacities of any other 
two metropolitan theatres, excluding the Met- 
ropolitan Opera House and Madison Square Gar- 
den. Pumps with a capacity of 4,000 gallons 
a minute are used for supplying the water for 
the stage reservoirs. There will be over 25,000 
electric lights in the structure, and the foyers 
will be a veritable fairyland when illuminated. 
Contracts with performers have been completed, 
and a glance down the list assures anyone 
familiar with all branches of the amusement 
world, that the hippodrome performance will 
be a revelation, almost a revolution. New 
Yorkers are watching with interest and ex- 
pectancy the progress of the building operations, 
and it is customary for the passengers of the 
Sixth avenue L road to crowd to one side 
of the train and comment upon the remarkable 
rapidity with which the enormous structure 
being pushed to completion.

Lillian Russell Scores Triumph in the 
Musical Version of Sheridan's 
Comedy. 


When Lillian Russell opened her 
tour in Lady Teazle in Baltimore, Dec. 
19, at Nixon & Zimmerman’s Academy 
of Music, she proved that her powers 
had not waned since she last appeared 
at the head of a theatrical company. 
She received an ovation, and the queen 
of comic opera did herself justice in 
the role of Lady Teazle. The produc- 
tion is said to be a charming one. The 
music is regarded as the best efforts 
of Mr. A. Baldwin Sloane, while Mr. 
John Kendrick Bangs comes in for 
much honor for his work on the book. 

The play is given in three acts, and 
the scenes are all laid in London. The 
garden of Sir Peter Teazle furnishes 
the background for the first act, and 
is handsomely done. In the second act 
the library of Joseph Surface is splen- 
didly brought out; and the third act, 
the most lavish of the three and one 
of the most realistic ever prepared by 
an artist, shows the ballroom at the 
home of Sir Oliver Surface. 

Miss Russell handles herself with 
that ease and grace for which she is 
so much admired, and sang many 
pretty little songs which brought forth 
appreciative applause. The support- 
ing company is a well selected one and 
brings out the play in an able manner. 
Sir Peter Teazle was well done by 
Mr. W. T. Carleton. Mr. George Froth- 
ingham was creditable as Sir Oliver 
Surface. Mr. VanRensselaer Wheeler 
made a splendid Charles Surface and 
acted his part well. Mr. Stanley Haw- 
kins was excellent as Joseph Surface. 
Miss Lucille Saunders played well the 
part of Lady Sneerwell, as did Miss 
Phoebe Coyne in the role of Mrs. 
Candour. Other parts were well taken 
by August Lawrence, John Dunsmuire, 
Albert McGuckin, Elsa Ryan and Ne!- 
lie McCoy. The chorus came in for 
its share of appreciation and gave 
evidence of being well drilled. It was 
well selected and beautifully gowned. 

The audience was fashionaabie and 
enthusiastic.

THE SUPERIORITY OF AMERICAN 
AUDIENCES. 


The superiority and intelligence of 
American audiences has been paid a 
very high compliment by Mr. Arthur 
Pinero, author of A Wife Without a 
Smile, who has eliminated from that 
piece a feature which rightfully raised 
a storm of indignation when the play 
was first presented in London. The 
dancing doll feature, a most trifling 
piece of mechanism suspended near 
the ceiling of a lower room, yet used 
to suggest things so unwholesome as 
to make the spectator fairly gasp, is 
not now witnessed by American audi- 
ences as it was across the pond. When 
the piece came out in London Mr. Pi- 
nero was criticized and asked to elim- 
nate the feature. He refused and per- 
sisted. His refusal, however, did not 
Keep the staid, proverbial staid, Lon- 
doner from witnessing A Wife With- 
out a Smile, and the criticism ex- 
pressed did not keep the doll from 
dancing to its heart’s content. The 
poor London audience, may it have the 
courage in the future to demand of 
the playwright the elimination of all 
unpardonable sugestiveness and have 
these demands fulfilled. 

Now the play has been produced in 
America, but it was not until Mr. 
Pinero had consented to eliminate the 
wierd antics of the automaton. This 
action, although perhaps not born of 
a desire on the part of the author to 
please, is highly significant and will 
readily be endorsed by the American 
theatre-goer. In its original—or rather 
in its English—form some called the 
play funny, but they all concurred in 
the opinion that it was indecent. In 
this country the doll feature is elimi- 
nated and the play will have to stand 
upon its mertis as a comedy, and the 
public can witness the piece untram- 
melled by any fear of indecency. 
Thanks to the intelligent public. 

Sugestive actions are pardonable in 
wholesome problem plays when the 
sentiment is lofty, but when the ef- 
forts of the actor are marred by a 
doll suspended from a sofa in a room 
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occupied by a newly married couple, 
it is virtue in an audience to demand 
new material.

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THE CIRCUS AGREEMENT. 


For the benefit of those who may not 
have opportunity to examine the Cir- 
cus Agreement adopted at a confer- 
ence of the circus managers and the 
Board of Directors of the Associated 
Billposters and Distributors, held at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, New York City, 
on Wednesday, Dec. 7, the agreement 
is herewith published in full: 

We, the undersigned committee, represent- 
ing certain circus owneys and managers, here- 
by confirm and agree to accept for fulfillment 
by circus and other similar amuse- 


ment caterers, the following contract 
of rates, terms and conditions gov- 
elation, viz: That each member of the Asso- 


elated Billposters and Distributors of the United 
States and Canada as presented by the Board 
of Directors for, and in behalf of, said Asso- 
clation, viz: That each member of the Asso- 
clated Billposters and Distributors, or of its 
subordinate associations, shall contract with 
and furnish posting space to authorized contract 
agents of circuses and similar traveling shows, 
whose owners or managers have confirmed the 
agreement at the regular posting rate for list- 
ed, protected and guaranteed service as pub- 
lished in the “Big List’’ of the Association's 
official organ, The Billposter and Distributor, 
published at 1133 Broadway, New York City. 
That the rate for less than a four weeks’ dis- 
play shall be in accordance with the classified 
schedule on page 14 of the Association’s con- 
stitution and by-laws, which reads as follows:

As a precau- 
tion against damage claims, attachments, etc., 
for posting space without authority, Asgocia- 
tion members contracting to furnish space in 
outside towns or on country and excursion 
routes, shall be redjuired td show control of all 
such space by lease or ownership, and have dis- 
played on or over such space a sign showing 
their firm name. Association members shal! 
furnish list of locations, as per contract made 
with agents, and shall furnish men to show 
= ere on date of contract as notification calls 
‘or 

Circuses shall furnish their own paste, wagons 
an@ men to post their paper, except in such 
cities where the local billposter does all the 
posting. 

The circns also agreeing to not contract with 
or use space from an opposition billposter in 
any towp or city where there is an Associa- 
tion member; but, in the case of an Associa- 
tion member not being able to furnish suf- 
ficlent space. he shall so inform the circus 
agent, in writing. The agent can then build 
new boards, secure and use walls, daubs, etc., 
providing no space so obtained is owned or con- 
trolled by opposition, and sald boards to be re- 
moved at cireus's expense immediately after date 
of show. 

No Association member shall make a shut- 
out contract with any circus, thereby prevent- 
ing his furnishing space to any other circus 
for a specified time. 

Posting space contracted for by a circum, 
to be used at a specified time, must be paid 
for actual damages sustained, unless two weeks’ 
notice of cancellation is given prior to date 
named in the contract for space to be used, 
any clause in circus agreement to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

It ts also agreed that the circuses may place 
and maintain banners and lithograph boards tn 
reasenable quantities, not to exceed off hun. 
dred pleces total, of either banners or boards, 
for each twenty-five thousand population, and 
in no town to exceed five hundred pieces, and 
then only with the specific agreement that 
said circuses or circus shall remove all such 
banners and boards at their expense immediately 
after date of exhibition; and in towns where an 
ordinance exists against banners or lithograph 
boards, there is neither boards nor banners 
to be put up. 

All circuses and traveling shows, other than 
those represented by the committee signing 
this agreement must confirm and agree in 
its conditions prior to the opening of their 
season, otherwise they will be deprived of 
the benefit of this agreement. 

All circuses In billing outside towns on excur: 
sion and country routes agree not to cover 
any live paper posted by Association members. 

Where local ordinance or license exists b 
quiring a payment or fee for billposting, the 


member is to allow the circus using his boards 
to work under and be protected by said li- 
cense without payment o fsuch fee or any 


part thereof.

CHECEING POSTERS. 


There will be a great boom in billposting 
when someone invents a plan for checking post- 
ers that wiJl not cost too much. Today the ad- 
vertiser tries to check his paper through his 
traveling salesmen. a local agent or dealer in- 
terested in the sale of his goods. 

The best that a salesman can do is to verify 
the list of locations in each city on his route 
as he passes; for the rest of the time the 
billposter’s word must be taken unless the ad- 
vertiser can find a local dealer who is snfficient- 
ly interested to take a look at the paper every 
now and then. 

The attempt of the Western Union Co. to 
turn its messenger service throughout the coun- 
try into a big checking bureau will not succeed, 
because every one knows how unreliable the 
average messenger boy is. Then, too, the 
person who checks posters should have a little 
more knowledge of posters than that possessed 
»y the messenger boy. That neither the board 
ef directors nor the official organ have been able 
to suggest a plan may be accepted as con- 
elusive evidence that the question is a tough 
one. 

Just what are the qnalifications that will 
make a ‘“‘checker’’ of poster advertising ac- 
ceptable to both advertiser and billposter? and 
just what are the rujes that shonld govern 
the actions of a “checker’’ in the perform- 
ance of his duty? If i is true that “the 
average inspector can be purchased with «a 
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pair of theatre tickets’? it would seem that an 
advertiser would be justified, as a matter of 
self protection, to forbid his inspectors visit- 
ing the billposter’s office first, last or be- 
tween times. 

Why should an inspector or checker of 
poster advertising visit the billposter at any 
tive? If the billposter’s list checks up “‘O K’’ 
no visit is required; if stands are missing or 
mutilated a report must be made to the house, 
or the solicitor, and instructions to the bill- 
postes issued from one or the other as the 
case may be—no visit on the billposter re- 
quired. The inspector who does his work con- 
scientiously and follows this rule will never 
be called on to deny a charge like this ‘Your 
man sent in an adverse report because we 
refused to grant his outrageous demands for 
theatre tickets, and would not furnish a horse 
and carriage to take him and his young lady 
out riding Sundays.’’ The charge never was 
proved. 

The one thing that makes the work of an 
inspector difficult is an inclination on the part 
of both advertisers and solicitors to temporize 
with the billposter. A contract is a contract, 
an da list is a list. That there should be a 
deviation from either is not necessary or expe- 
dient. If every such deviation by the _ bill- 
poster without due notice to the advertiser, 
and upon his consent if necessary, was punished 
by a cancellation of the contract in whole or 
in part, there would be a great improvement in 
service in a very short time. 


BUMPE THE BAILIE. 
The many friends of Bailie W. B. McMillan 
among the billposters of America will learn 
with deep regret that he was defeated at the 


recent election for Provost of the town of 
Greenock, Scotland, his home ‘The Bailie, as he 
is familiarly known, had leng been assured 


of this houor by his colleagues, and it was 
practically conceeded by the townspeople that 
it should be his. Just prior to the election 
the Bailie was taken sick with a severe at- 
tack of tonsilitis, and for some weeks was con- 
fined to his bed. During this illness the Ballie’s 
political fences got out of repair, and when it 
came to the election he was defeated by one 
vote. The worst feature is that the damage 
was done by two members of the Greenock 
council, who prided themselves on being the 
most intimate friends of the Bailie. The actton 
of the council in throwing the Bailie and pat- 
ting in an untried man brought down upon it 
expressions of the greatest indignation from 
the citizens of Greenock, who rushed into 
print in the most condemmatory terms. The 
office of Provost is one of considerable import- 
ance in Scotland and corresponds with that 
of Mayor in this country. Had the Bailie 
landed he would have been the youngest Provost 
in all Scotland. As it is he’s reminded that 
“There’s many a slip twixt the lip and the 
cup.”’
